McCULLOCH DISPUTES 
OFFICIAL CAR REPORT 


Says Treasurer of Company 
Erred in Figures Showing 
Only 7 More Cars in 1912. 


Reports of James Adkins, treasurer of 
the United Railways Co., in relation to 
the company’s receipts, as made to City 
Rvgister Witter, are not. at all trust- 
worthy in so far as they relate to the 
number of cars in operation, according 
to President Robert McCulloch. 

Reports filed by Treasurer Adkins 
show that the company in 1912 carried 
4,111,097 more passengers. than in 1911, 
while the increase in the average num- 
ber of cars in operation was only about 
seven. 

“The figures given on cars in opera- 
tion are nothing to’be guided by,”’ Capt. 
McCulloch said. ‘‘We have put on a lot 
of new cars in the past year. We put 
10 new motors and two trailers on Olive 
street, and new cars on Grand, Belle- 
fontaine, Broadway, Seventh, Park and 
all over town.”’ 

According to Adkins’ reports, the com- 
pany carried in 1912 232,796,231 passen- 
gers, against 228,685,134 in 1911. The ay- 
erage number of cars in operation in 
1912 was 1065% and in 1911 it was 1068%\%. 

The average daily excess in passengers 
carried in 1912 over 1911 was 11,263. —

HE Mylius libel was contained 
T in one of a series of articles 

printed in the Liberator, pub- 
lished in Paris by Edward Holton 
James. It ostensibly is published 
with the idea of popularizing the 
republican form of government, but 
its main object seems to have been 
to attack everything English.

Borrowed Money for Express.

“In all I got about $22 from 3t Louls 
men and women, and my purpose in 
getting it was to take my goods out of 
the express office.

LONDON, Jan. 17.—By a majority of 
110 the Irish Home Rule bill passed the 
final reading in the House ef Commons 
last night. There were two divisions. 
Balfour’s motion to reject the measure 
was defeated 258 to 168, while the third 
reading was carried by a vote of 3867 to 
257, one member of each side having left 
the House in the interval 

The announcement ef the figures was 
greeted by a go0od-humored tumult, 
members standing, waving handkerchiefs 
an« cheering for Asquith, Redmond and 
Parnell. John E. Redmond, the Irish 
National leader, cheered like a school 
boy. 

The bill, tled up with green ribbon, 
was immediately taken to the House of 
Lords for first reading, escorted by the 
Nationalist members, who cheered in 
crossing the lebby from ene house to 
the other. 

The House of Lerds met specially to 
receive the bill, which passed their read- 


ing. 
Teries Dumbfounded. 

The Tories were dumbfounded and all 
parties were surprised at the large ma- 
jerity for the bill tn the Commons, it 
being six larger than the normal gov- 
ernment majority, allowing for vacant 
seats. They were astonished, too, at the 
goed erder of the members, for violent 
demonstrations were expected, and at 
the depressed speeches of Bonar Law 
and the Unionist leaders, who gave the 
impression of realizing that their game 
is up and of being ready to begin angling 
for any compromise to save Ulgter’s 
face.

‘It would mean that 6000 ‘lame 
ducks’ in Dublin Castle who now 
draw enormous salaries that are 
wrung from the people of Ireland 
by merciless taxation, would find 
themselves doing real labor for mod- 
erate pay. I had a Tory cousin 
who was a chief clerk in one depart- 
ment of the castle. His salary was 
2500 pounds or $12,500 a year. 

‘‘HHome rule would mean that half 
a hundred lord justices and nisi 
prius judges, now appointed by the 
Crown, for life, would get their ap- 
pointments from the Governors of 
Ireland and the salaries and powers 
of these judges would be limited for 
the benefit of Ireland. The people of 
Ireland now have to pay salaries of

It is only those who would 
lose by being deprived of the spoils of 
oppression, who are opposing it vig- 
orously.

CHILDREN EACH 


HAVE 2 HEARTS 





Physicians Unable to Account 
for Phenomena in Family 
at Easton, Pa. 


EASTON, Pa. Jan. 17.—Dr. James 
Morgenstein has discovered a family in 
which the mother and three children are 
each provided with two hearts. The 
woman is Mrs. Berton Perkins and the 
children are Anna, Allen and Doris 





Perkins, 13, ll and 4 years old, respect- 
ively. 
Dr. Morgenstein was called to the 


home of Berton Perkins to attend a 
child suffering from chickenpox. While 
inspecting the chest of the child he felt 
a heart beating on the right side. He 
hastily shifted his hand to the left part 
of the chest and felt another heart 
beating there. 

Dr. Morgenstein called tn two other 
children. Again two hearts were beat- 
irg, one or each side. He called the 
mother and she also was possessed of 
two hearts. 

On the following day Dr. Morgenstein 
and several prominent physicians of 
Easton carried on a minute examination 
of all the children. None of the doctors 
is able to account for the unnatural 
number of hearts. 

One theory is that at birth there was 
a nonunion of the different component 
parts of the organ, that is the right 
ventricle and right auricle grew on the 
right side and the left ventricle and the 
left auricle on the left side. If such is 
the case, a condition exists in the bodies 
of these people which is seemingly con- 
trary to the laws of nature. The septum 
cord, instead of forming the dividing 
partition between the two sides of the 
heart, now forms one outside boundary 
of each part. . 

Therefore, in these people the arterial 
blood must be driven through the body 
from the left compartment of the chest, 
while the venous blood must return to 
the heart in the right compartment. 
This would mean an entirely unnatural 
formation of the arteries and veins 
within all the upper part of the body. 
One thing that supports this belief is 
the fact that the apex beat of each 
heart was not wholly as it should be. 
While other cases of a compound heart 
have been known in the medical world, 
never before in the history of the pro- 
fession have four of them existed in one 
family. 

At least one of the children will be 
brought before the Northampton County 
Medical Society as soon as possible. All 
are quarantined now because of chick- 
ee Noted specialists wilf be called 
n. 

To outward appearance the other or- 
sans of all three children are arranged 
in normal position. Only one of them is 
in the least deformed, one side of her 
chest being slightly larger than the 
other. They always have been healthy.

A primary idea of the 
organization is the separation of mu- 
nicipal politics from state and national 
partisanship. 

The new movement relates particu- 
larly to the coming city election, and 
has nothing to do with the recent move- 
ment of a number of large churches, in 
the King’s highway neighborhood, tv 
deal with vice problems in that locality.

Y DAY or night a modern city is 
never wholly at rest. A hundred 
disturbing factors are constantly 
setting up curious vibrations 

which travel in every direction. The 
tracing out of these vibrations and 
their accurate measurements is @ new 
problem among builders which has & 
pecullar interest for the layman as 
well. This problem of feeling the pulse 
of buildings is not limited to great cities, 
but often arises in comparatively small 
towns throughout the country. Let a 
train rush:past the foundations of a 
high building, or even a low one, or 
a powerful wind storm beat against its 
walls, and the entire structure may vi- 
brate like a giant tuning fork. Inciden- 
tally, the problem {fs so well understood 
that accidents from excessive vibration 
are practically unheard of. The cradle 
may rock but it never falls. 

The measurement of the pulselike 

vibrations is made much the same as 

that of an earthquake and almost as 
accurately. The marvelously delicate 
instruments which are depended upon 
for these records trace curious pulsing |

lines, which show at a glance just how 
wide an arc the building swings through, 
and how regular is the recurrence of the 
movement. These readings are accepted 
in court as absolutely conclusive, and 
it is not uncommon for damage suits 
involving immense sums of money to be 
decided by these delicate tracings. 

Public opinion is all wrong, or nearly 
so, as to the amplitude of the vibrations 
of buildings both large and small. Every 
one has felt such vibrations, but one’s 
sensations are apt to be very mislead- 
ing. It is @ surprise to many that the 
most violent vibrations are not felt in 
the extremely high buildings, as is 
commonly supposed, but in the compara- 
tively low office buildings, and as a 
rule those of solid construction. A vi- 
bration of three sixteenths of an inch 
is extremely violent, for a movement of 
one hundredth of an inch is readily 
noticeable. As the records show, there 
is a peculiar method or rhythm in these 
movements, the building swaying back 
and forth through a giver arc with the 
regularity of a pendulum.—The Chris- 
tion Herald.
